PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

I'ifth Parliament— Fourth Session. 

NINETEENTH DAY. 

Friday, Fob. 28, 1800. 
Mr. Speaker took the phair at '2:15 
p. m. 

Prayers by Rev. D. Eraser. 



Col. Baker presented tho report of 
the Railway committee stating that the 
preamble was proved of the bill to in- 
corporate tho British Columbia and Car- 
bonate Mountain Railway Co. Re- 
ceived and adopted. 

Mr. Martin laid before the Hoime the 
report of tlic Private Hills Committee, 
who found the preamble proved of u bill 
to incorporate the News-Advertiser. 
Received and adopted. 

I'UIVILKOIS. 

Hon. Mr, Beaven rose to correct a 
portion of The Colonist's report of 
Thursday's proceedings of the House. 
It was stated that Col, Raker's resolu- 
tion passed unanimously as amended by 
the hon. attorney-general. He hud 
voted "no," as be considered the prin- 
ciple of provincial rights assailed by the 
passage of the resolution. 

Mr. Orr also rose to a question of 
privilege. He did not oppose Mr. Cun- 
ningham's bill to amend the charter of 
Vancouver, and lie thought Chat the 
statement was made in THB COLONIST 
for the purpose of injuring him. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said that lie did not 
think, nor had ho any intention of in- 
ferring for one moment, that Tui: 
Colonist reporter had purposely misled 
the public in his reports of the House 
proceedings. Ho (Hon. Mr. Beaven) 
in voting "nay" on the resolution had 
probably not spoken loud enough to be 
heard in the press gallery by the gentle- 
men who furnished such full and fair 
porta of the House proceedings. 



Hon, Mr. Davie moved, seconded by 
Mr. Duck : "That tho return of the 
number of voters on the respective 
voters' lists of each of the electoral dis- 
tricts of tiie province, ordered by this 
House on the 7th February hist., shall 
embrace those persons on the list up to 
and including the 28th February, I8!K) " 

Mr. Laduer asked that the resolution 
bo amended to embrace all applications 
for registration presented to the collei 
tor prior to the LiSlh of February. 

Hon. Mr, Davie could not consent to 
t lie suggested amendment, What the 
House wanted was the total voting 
strength up to the present time. Ob- 
jections might be taken to any of tho 
applications up to and within a certain 
date. 

Mr. Semlin did not know whether ho 
could support the resolution or not. Ho 
did know what its objoct was, nor how 
it would affect the question of redistri- 
bution. He whs afraid that the outly- 
ing districts would Buffer from the dale 
of the return being limited. 

Hon. Mr. Robson thought that it 
would hu, as Mr. Laduer had said, well 
to have not only the names and num- 
bers of the voters on the list, but the 
applications in the hands of the collec- 
tor up to the end of February. 

Mr. Smith thought that in a large 
district like Lillooet it wits impossible to 
obtain a complete list of the voters in 
the time named. 

Mr. Allen concurred in the remarks 
of his colleague. 

Hon. Mr. Robson moved in amend- 
ment to add to the resolution tho words 
"such return to include all applications 
placed on the register up to the date 
named." It was true that representa- 
tion by population was not the entire 
principle of the redistribution measure 
to be brought down, but in the discus- 
sion upon it the information now sought 
would be very useful. While not the 
basis, it would be an important element 
iu the question of redistribution. 

Mr. Cunningham seconded the resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Duck did not think that a return 
of voters could properly include a return 
of applications. He thought the 
amendment wai out of order. 

Hon. Mr. Duvie enquired if the hon. 
leader of the Opposition would give his 
opinion on this point of order. 

Mr. Speaker ruled the amendment in 
order as it dealt with the subject mat- 
ter of the resolution. 

Mr. Haslam enquired if the House 
was to understand that all applicants 
are qualified voters. He thought that 
such a return as the amendment Would 
produce would be very misleading. 

Col. Baker said that the voters' list 
was no criterion to the importance and 
population of a district like Kootenay, 
and should not be considered in dealing 
with tho question of redistribution. 

Hon. Mr. Davie objected to having 
his resolution mutilated. If the House 
wanted a later return of the applications 
to vote it could ask for it. 

Tho question had nothing whatever 
to do with tho redistribution bill, which 
was to come iu at a later date, neither 
would the House in dealing with that 
measure necessarily be guided by the 
voting lists. It was said that in some 
places a rush had been made to place 
names on the list, but with Victoria 
city this was not the case as many of 
Victoria voters had taken their names 
off the voters list, so as, us they hoped, 
to escape jury duly. The selection of 
juries, which had taken place within 
the last few weeks had disclosed the fact 
that over 70 persons, embracing 
men of tho best intelligence, and 
selected as such for special jurymen, 
bad removed their names from tho list, 
(and how many more could not now be 
ascertained,) for, presumably, tho solo 
purposo of escaping jury duty These 
gentlemen, however, are wholly de- 
ceived in fancying that by this method 
they escape jury duty, for, according to 
the act, the reverse is the case, its pro- 
visions requiring that those who remov- 
ed their names were to be the first pat 
upon tho jury p™'-'.:!, so that these 
gentlemen who had removed their 
names, and who would otherwise, on 
account of their having served on juries, 
bo now exempt from jury duty for 
many years, would have to surve an 
additional year. llo (Mr. Davie) 
embraced this opportunity of explaining 
the mat tor, as a prevailing error existed 
outside that all a man had to do in order 
to escape jury duty was to erase his 
name from the jury list. Ho sincerely 
hoped that those who had removed their 

naines would at once replace them. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven agreed with most of 
what the Attorney-General hud said. 
It was common knowledge that a largo 
number in Victoria hud removed thuir 
names from the voters' list so as to es- 
cape jury duty, and ho (Mr. Beaven) 
had informed all such as he had 
met with of their mistake. Ho 
thought that the voters' list wan 
very misleading, and that the 
system of registration had been 
out-grown by thcf province. Ho sup- 
ported the resolution as amended, as bo 
did not consider that it would do any 
norm at any rate. 

On a veto boing taken, the resolution 
was defeated on a division, and tho 
original motion carried. 

Mr. Orr, rising to a question of 
privilege, claimed that the return pre- 
sented iu compliance with un order of 
the House in reference to certain lands 
out of tho railway bolt conveyed to tho 
province of British Columbia, was in- 
complete, The names of those to whom 
tho lands wore subsequently conveyed,

Hon. Mr. Davie introduced a bill to 
amend the Sheriff's Act. Read a first 
time, second reading on Monday. 

RAILWAY BILL. 
At 3. ID o'clock tho House went into 
committee, Mr. Cunningham in the 
chair, upon the Railway Bill (Hon. At- 
torhey •General). Sections 10 to 12 
were disposed of and tho committee 
rose, reporting progress. 

LEGAL PROFESSION'S' BILL. 

Upon the further consideration of the 
report on this bill Mr. Grant offered a 
few clerical amendments to soction 4, 
but they failed to meet with tho ap- 
proval of the House. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven, Messrs. Semlin, 
Grant, Laduer and Thompson alono sup- 
ported the amendments. 

The adoption of the report was post- 
poned until tho next sitting of the 
House. 

MEDICAL ACT. 
The bill to amend the Medical Act 
(Hon. Attorney-General), as reported by 
the committee of the whole, was read a 
third time and passed. 

MISCHIEVOUS ANIMALS ACT. 

Mr. Haslam moved tho second read- 
ing of a bill to amend the Mischievous 
Animals Act, to allow hogs to run at 
large iu the districts of North and South 
Cedars, Bright, Oyster and Cranberry. 
The bill passed its second reading und 
wont into committee with Mr. Thom- 
son in tho chair. 

In committee the bill was opposed as 
not being iu tho interest of the entire 
provii ce, while it might possibly benefit 
the district represented by the junior 
member for Nanuimo. 

Mr. Haslam explained that his bill 
did not refer to any pill L of the pro- 
vince but Vancouver Island, nor to any 
municipality on the island. The act 
was purely a sectional one, and neces- 
sarily so as the requirements of the dis- 
trict wore not the same as the wants of 
other districts. 

The bill was reported complete with 
amendments to be considered on Mou- 
day. 

ENABLING AMALGAMATION. 

Mr. Orr moved the House into com- 
mittee upon the Vancouver Street Rail- 
way and Electric Companies' bill (No. 
15), Mr. Semlin in the. chair. Tho bill 
was reported complete without amend; 
ments ; report lo be considered on Mon- 
day. 

THE RETURN BEADY. 

Hon. Mr. Davie asked tho lion, leader 
of the opposition if ho would avail him- 
self of tho offer of the govern- 
ment to waive the usual for- 
mality of two days' notice, and 
introduce his resolutions relating to a 
return in reference to the consolidation 
of the statutes and payment therefor. 
If the hon. senior member for Victoria 
City would move his resolution now the 
returns, which were ready, would be 
presented on Monday. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said that he would 
be happy to meet the Hon. Attorney- 
General in this matter, and, tho stand- 
ing orders being suspended, introduced 
the following resolution : 

"That a respectful address be pre- 
sented to His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor, requesting him to eauso to bo 
sent down to the House copies of all 
orders-in-council, letters, and documents 
relating to the consolidation of the 
statutes of 1SSS and payment of the 
commissioners therefor." 

Hon. Mr. Davie, as he had statod be- 
fore, said that the return would be pre- 
sented with pleasure. The letter which 
had been read by the hon. leader of the 
opposition contained statements which 
at the time bo had pronounced untrue. 
There were irregularities in the con- 
solidation of the statutes, but they were 
not sufficient to justify the. refusal of 
payment ot the commissioners. The 
irregularities certainly did exist, and 
the commissioners were informed that 
they would be laid before whatever tri- 
bunal decided their claims, as they cer- 
tainly did impair the value of 
the work. It was stated to them 
that in consideration of tho ques- 
tion of their exorbitant claim, the in- 
uracics iu their work would be con- 
sidered. The amount offered them in 
payment by the late attorney-general 
hail been based, not on the inaccuracies, 
but upon work free from errors. That offer 
had never been receded from, but on the 
contrary, the amount bad boon paid. He 
pronounced the work an imperfect con- 
solidation and in no sense a revision, 
t considerable length narrated 
several ludicrous examples of the errors 
made by the commissioners in consoli- 
dating the Mischievous Animals Act, 
which was only an example. 

Mr. Semlin thought that tho Attor- 
ney-General's department should not 
have accepted the work of the commis- 
sioners without checking it und finding 
that it was accurate; nor should it have 
been paid for unless it was satisfactorily 
performed. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon did not think that 
anyone could expect the attorney-gen- 
lepartinent to revise the work of 
tho commissioners, It was just because 
tlie House did not consider that the at- 
torney general's department should per- 
form the work that it was relegated to 
the commissioners. The errors would 
probably be only discovered in the pro- 
ess of business before the courts. 
The resolution was adopted.

Serious Collision nt Hrn. 

London, Feb. 28. — Later particulars 
of tho collision between the British 
steamer C laym ore and the British ship 
CoroilahuB, show that the aocidont took 
place 100 miles west of Fustuet, on Mon- 
day. At the time of the disaster tho 
sea was running high, but the weather 
was clear. In attempting to cross the 
bows of the Coroilanus, while she was 
tacking, the Claymore was struck amid- 
ships by tho former vessel with such 
force that her engine room was pierced, 
while the bow, keel and forwurd rigging 
of tho Coroilanus were curried away. 
A panic seized upon the crews of both 
vessels, and a general rush was nude 
for the boats. At this time the steamer 
Qneensmore came to the rescue of the 
boats, which bad been Lowered, and af- 
ter taking the occupants on board, Blood 
by until the Claymore went down. Tho 
Coroilanus, erroneously reported as hav- 
ing been stink in the collision, was seen 
by the Brittaniaon Wednesday. 

Cretan Kcfagees. 

Constantinople, Feb. 28. — The 
Turkish consul at Piraeus announces 
that all tho Cretan refugees, with the 
exception of six notables, have been 
granted free passports iu order to per- 
mit their return lo their honicH. 

The Siberian Ontrnsc*. 

London, Feb. 28.— Further particu- 
lars of the outrages in Kara have just 
been received here. The third mooting 
among the prisoners wan to obtain the 
removal of the odious Governor MaBu- 
kotl, who ordered that a Iadybe drugged 
from lior bed in her night dress und 
stripped. After being subjected to the 
grossest insults she was decked iu prison 
garb. The first strike of prisoners 
lasted eighteen days, and ended in 
Musukoff tendering his resignation, 
which the government refused to accept. 
The second strike lasted eight days, 
when Masukoff gave out that ho had 
been ordered to another prison. When 
this was found out to have no founda- 
tion the third strike, which-^asted 
twenty-two days, occurred. The prison 
surgeon asserted that Mine. Sigtda was 
too ill lo be Hogged, and reported that 
her heart was weak. He ex- 
pressed tho opinion that to fur- 
ther carry out the sentence would 
be illegal. Shamiting, the chiet director 
of the prison, upon being informed of 
this sent the following message : "Exe- 
cute the sentence without the surgeon's 
presence." The superintendent hesitat- 
ed, and the official who udministurcd 
the first flogging applied the lash in the 
second instance. 

The Armenian Christian Church. 

Constantinople, Feb. 28. — Tho 
absolute and immediate restoration of 
tho rights and privileges ot the Armeni- 
an Christian church, as well as a prompt 
compliance with tho reformatory clauses 
of the Berlin treaty, has been demanded 
in a note addressed to the porte by the 
Armenian patriarch, 

RiiNMn'it Latest I'lnntir. 

Sr. I'etebsbubi!, Aug. 20. — Tho Rus- 
sian government is taking vigorous 
measures to prevent the spread of chol- 
era in tho empire. It is feared :bc re- 
ported cessation of cholera in Mesapo- 
tamia, if indeed the disease has abated 
therepis merely temporary. 

Uuiior Tor rnrnell. Abuse Tor the Time 

London, Feb. 20. — Sir Charles Rus- 
sell in a speech at Cambridge to-night 
declared that Parnell and bis colleagues 
had been acquitted r' every charge 
affecting their perso ■ .1 and political 
honor. The movement with which they 
are identified, he said, had accomplished 
its aims with far less crime than had 
ever been attached to any previous poli- 
tical agitation. Sir VVm. Harcourt, 
Speaking at Bath to-night, declared the 
Times to be branded with eternal in- 
famy and set apart as a monument of 
lasting disgrace to English journalism.

The Waters Creep Upwards Past 
the Danger Line. 



Railway Traffic Suspended and Farmers

FLOOD BUOOEEDS FLOOD. 
EVANSVILLE, Ind., Feb. 28. — The 
river is still rising rapidly. Farmers 
who returned to their farms on the bot- 
tom lands arc again removing their 
Btock to higher ground as rapidly as 
possible. 'There is a large quantity of 
corn .\long the river which escaped 
damage by the recent rise, but which 
will be reached by tho present flood. 
Reports from the Wabash, White and 
Green rivers and their tributaries arc to 
the effect that they are overflowing 
their banks. 

AT LOUISVILLE, 

Louisville, Ky., Feb. is. — The Ohio 
river is out of its banks and rising one 
inch an hour. Travel between here and 
Cincinnati by the Ohio and Mississippi 
railroad is cut off, but the Louisville 

and Naahville is still open. There is no 
fear of any great damage. 

A 01** or RSKUQB. 
Cairo, Feb. 28. — The Ohio river 
pasted what is known known as the 
(lunger line here at noon, and is over- 
running its natural banks, compelling a 
largo number of settlers to move. The 
bottoms for many miles around here, in 
Kentucky und Missouri arc submerged, 
aild the railroads are suffering touch 
from the softening of the roadbeds, 
washouts and landslides. Tho Cairo 
levees are several tcet above any pos- 
sible flood, and tho people are Hocking 
from tho bottoms to take refuge in the 
city.

WATER IS KINO. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, Feb. 28. — Tho river 
continues to rise steadily. At 1 1 o'clock 
tiiis morning it had reached 51 foot 1 
inch, Hooding all the railroad tracks en- 
tering the Central. station to a depth of 
10 to 12 inches. Two feet itiGre will 
cause a suspension of fcrttfSo. Most 

of tho basements on tho water 
front and Second street are flooded, and 
the sidewalks arc entirely covered with 
the waves Hint have heretofore been 
stored in the collars. The mill creek 
bottoms mo filling up rapidly, and the 



water is but 10 feet from tho level of 
Eight street and tbe railroad track. 
The flood water lias inundated the pits 
of the Eddystone Pipe Works and tho 
Anchor Iron Works at Newport, and all 
operations at both mills have suspended. 
In Covington; Front street, east of tbe 
bridges, is impassable, and the water is 
rapidly reaching the danger point. At 
YV alsh's distillery a portion of the Hem- 
ingway's old glass works is surrounded. 
At Huntington tho river is rising three 
inches an hour. At Marysvillo, Ky., 
tbe low lands are flooded and tho water 
is rising two inches an hour. 

(Midnight). — The river reached 65 ft. 
'2\ inches and is still rising. Two n oro 
inches will cause tho railroads to aban- 
don all trains leading out of tho Grand 
Central station. Tho backwater from 
tho Ohio, entering at llie Mill street 
Sewer lias covered the tracks at several 
points. Washouts between Laurence- 
burg and Aurora are reported. All tho 
Big Four trains are not running.

The poachers have played sad 
havoc there, and altogether we offered 
as much as we could. I don't seo how 
the North American Commercial Co. are 
going to make any money at tho figures 
they put in, judging from our own ex- 
perience in the fur business, but they no 
doubt have their profit figured out."

Ottawa, Feb. 28.— Hon. Mr. Dewd- 
ney to-night bunded Tim Colonist 
correspondent the termu of the mineral 
belt settlement, which were signed by 
tho Governor - General to-day. Tho 
Dominion Government agrees not to 
make any leases or othor disposition of 
any minerals in tho railway belt, except 
ooal, other than by patent or fee simple, 
to tho intent that tho minerals iu the 
belt, other than coal, may bo adminis- 
tered under tho provincial mining law. 
All lauds of tho Dominion offered for 
sale from time to time within tho belt 
containing minerals, within the meaning 
of the British Columbia Mineral Act, 
not being Indian reserves or settlements, 
and not being under license or lease from 
the Dominion Government, shall be open 
to purchase by the Provincial ( lovemment 
at the price of five dollars per acre.. All 
lands derived by the province under the 
preceding clause shall bo set apart from 
alienation by the Dominion upon tho 
provincial government making a written 
application therefor, with description 
sufficient to identify it, the money con- 
sideration thereupon being immediately 
payable on the lands thus lo be ac- 
quired. If surveyed, such money shall 
be accepted us conclusive; but on un- 
surveyed lands the province pays the 
cost of survey before a salo can bo ef- 
fected. Anything iu this agreement 
may be terminated at any time by 
either government passing an order-iu- 
council to that effect and communicat- 
ing the same to the other government. 
All tho minerals, including gold and sil- 
vor, which may be in the Indian reserve 
in Britifh Columbia shall be adminis- 
tered by the Indian department and not 
by the provincial government. In the 
draft forwarded to Victoria last week 
an additional clause appears indemnify- 
ing the Dominion against any claims on 
account of licenses that may be issued. 
Hon. Mr. Robson telegraphed on Wed- 
nesday that the provincial government 
accepted the draft except the clause 
just limited. Tho government here con- 
sidered tho matter, and as no licenses 
have been issued, decided to consent to 
eliminate the clause, the two govern- 
ments thereby being agreed. It is 
thought here the settlement will be ac- 
ceptable to both parties.

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WHO HAS BLUNDERED! 

This is the question n.skec.1 in Thurs- 
day evening's Times, and is readily an- 
swered, it is the Times which has 
blundered in accepting the statements in 
Mr. Edwin Johnson's letter, wherein he 
says that the Attorney-General had 
refused to pay tho Commissioners for 
their sorvices in consolidating the stat- 
utes on the ground that their work was 
incorrect, as being an accurate state- 
ment of fact. That the work of the 
Commissioners abounds in ludicrous er- 
rors was clearly proved by the Attorney 
General, when discussing the question 
in the House yesterday, but that the 
Commissioners had been refused pay- 
ment on that or any other ground, 
was also shown to be the reverse 
of the trutli by the Attorney-General 
who stated that the Commissioners had 
already been paid fair and liberal remun- 
eration for their services, but hud de- 
manded an extra vagaut sunt, more than 
double, what was fairly their due. The 
statement that Mr. Justice Create was 
one of the Commissioners is one of the 
minor blunders of our contemporary, in 
respect of which it is sullicient to say 
that the learned Judge alluded to, had 
no more to do with the work entrusted 
to tho Commissioners than had the 
Editor in Chief of our contemporary. 

The correspondence upon the subject 
lias been ordered to be brought before 
tho House, and will probably bo printed 
early in the ensuing week, when we 
shall probably have something further 
to sa,y upon BUbject. 



SOCIALISM IN EUROPE. 

It is surprising to see how strong the 
Socialists have grown in Germany. 
They are increasing therein spite of the 
measures taken to repress them. It is 
just possible that the addition to thoir 
numbers, which the late elections have 
brought to light, is ou account of those 
measures. Opinion cannot bo killed by 
governments. It is impossible to 
strangle sentiment by force. In Great 
Btituiu, where men are free to think 
and to propagate their opinions, Social- 
ism has not made much headway. It is 
known only by name to millions, and 
there are not enough avowed Socialists 
in uny one place to elect a member to 
Parliament. In the United States, 
where the press is free and conscience 
unfettered, there are very few native 
Socialists, and thoso imported 
from European countries do not 
possess a great deal of influence. 
They have not, as fay as we know, 
a single representative in Congress, and 
it does not appear that the influence is 
felt even in the state legislatures. It is 
safe to say there is not as yet a Socialist 
p-irty in the United States. In Canada 
we hear of Socialists, and now and then 
li^eet with a man who has imbibed social- 
istic notions from foreigners either at 
home or in the United Statos, but 
socialistic principles have made but 
little progress in this country, which is 
as free as any under the sun. A social- 
ist in the Parliament of tho Dominion 
or in one of the provincial legislatures 
would bo looked upon as a sort of 
curiosity, and ho would represent the 
ideas of hardly any one except him- 
self. t But in Germany, where the 
ruler is almost despotic and where 
freedom is checked and restrained, 
in a hundred ways unknown to the 
people of this country, tho socialists 
form a large and an influential party, 
which has many representatives in the 
councils of tho nation. Tho election 
held a few days ago wasasign.il triumph 
for the socialists. They had greatly in- 
creased their voting power — in some 
places it was doubled. So widely have 
socialistic ideas been disseminated in 
Germany that the young Emperor him- 
self is not free from the suspicion of en- 
tertaining them. lie has certainly taken 
a course with reaped to the tabor ques- 
tion which was altogether unexpected. 
It is thought that his exertions to as- 
semble an International labor confer- 
ence uro in the direction of socialism. A 
socialistic Emperor would certainly be 
a singular phenomenon in this nine- 
teenth century. But it is too soon to 
some to any conclusion with respect to 
the German Emperor's aolicitude for tha 
working classes. It may havo its origin 
in a serious determination to do wh»t he 
can to bonafit the toilers of Goiinnny 
and other hinds, or It may be a moro 
caprice which will disappear an sud- 
denly as it arose, But wnetlier the 
German Emperor favors soolalismor op- 
poses it, the indications uro that it is 
certain to grow within tho bounds of 



PORTUGAL IN A FRIG A. 

To witness tho indignation of the peo- 
ple of Portugal at the prospect of their 
losing territory to which they lay claim 
in eastern Africa it) might be thought 
that their possessions in that part of the 
world were to them of very great value, 
and that to lose them would be a serious 
national misfortune. Tho Portuguese 
havo occupied settlements on the eastern 
coast of Africa for nearly four centuries. 
The land in the neighborhood of these 
settlements is rich, tho climate beyond 
the swamps on the coast, salubrious. 
The harborsare as fine isany inthe world. 
There are to bo found in the Portuguese 
possessions tho elements of national 
wealth and greatness. But they have 
remained all these years undeveloped. 
Since the establishment of tho Portu- 
guese settlements on tho eastern coast of 
Africa America bus been colonised. A 
whole continent has been redeemed 
from tho wilderness and made 
to support millions in a condition of the 
highest civilization. Croat cities havo 
sprung up on the coast and in tho in- 
terior and throughout the whole con- 
tinent from cast to west is spread a vast 
net work of railways and telegraphs. 
The aboriginal inhabitants have in somo 
places wholly disappeared, and in others 
have become so iusignitieent in nearly 
ovary respect as to bo hardly worthy of 
uotico. Tho now nations are from id- 
most every point of view tho equals of 
the peoples from which they sprang. 
Hut while this great work of nation 
building has been going on in America 
tho Portuguese in Eastern Africa have 
buen stationary. Tlie country has not 
been benefited in anyway by their pres- 
ence. Thoy have built no cities, they 
have not made tho desert to blossom as 
the rose, they have not built up a greater 
Portugal in Africa. They havo, in fact, 
made no usv of their advantages either 
to benefit themselves or to improve 
the native races. The country i* now 
pretty much as they found it four hun- 
dred years ago 

Mr. Daniel J. Rankin, who occupied 
the position of consul in Easteru Africa 
for some years, describes the present 
condition of the country occupied by 
the Portuguese in a very interesting ar- 
ticle in tho February number of the 
Fortnightly Review. Ho speaks of the 
natural advantages of tho country and 
shows that the Portuguese have not 
availed themselves of them. 

"The most remarkable characteris 
tic," he says, "of tho Portuguese sea 
1 oard, from Cape Delgado to Delagoi 
Bay, is tho extraordinary number of 
magnificent harbors it possesses. When 
we contrast the difficulties that oxist 
in our own South African Colony and 
sum up the serious expenditure of ener- 
gy and wealth caused by the want of 
these natural facilities to trade we may 
well envy the lavialmess with which na- 
ture has treated our neighbors. 

" Poinba, Metnba, Nakala and Mok- 
amba may rank among the finest har- 
bors in tho world. They have broad 
sheets of water, are quite landlocked, 
and in any one of them a great licet of 
warships could find sheltered anchorage 
from the fiercest gale that blows. Sur- 
rounded by verdure-clad hills, they offer 
the most healthy sites to bo found on 
the coast. They are the termini of 
numerous caravan routes from the lukei 
of the far interior. For trade and com 
merce they give every facility. But ii 
none of these do we see tho enterprise 
and bustle of Portuguese civilization 
True, there are several shops hidden 
among the trees over the beach, but 
these boloug to British Indian traders, 
Here and there on the desolate expanse 
of water are seen poverty-stricken native 
fishermen in the most primitive du 
outs earning a scanty subsistence. But 
Portuguese, nowhere. At night, an- 
chored in one of these grand ports, the 
roars of lions and the howls of wild 
beasts from the surrounding jungles are 
all telling us what three centuries of 
Portuguese occupation havo done to de- 
velop this land." 

Mozambique, tho capital of the pn 
vincc, is built on a coral island a mile in 
length and four or live hundred yards in 
width. It is overcrowded and the 
want of decent sanitary arrangements 
makes it the reverse of a pleasant place 
of residence. The atmosphere is so ter 
ribly vitiated by tho effluvia arising 
from deposits of filth that tho town 
has been called the white man's tomb. 
Mr. Rankin says : "The white inhabit- 
ants are, for the most part, emaciated 
and fever-stricken and have the appear- 
ance of being on the very verge of the 
grave, which indeed in many cases is 
only the truth." The inhabitants of 
this island city depend for their supply 
■ if vegetables on the Arabs and Swahili 
who live on the mainland. Within tifteen 
miles of this unhealthy and overcrowded 
town is tho magnificent harbor of Mo- 
kamba on the shores of which an en- 
terprising people would long ago have 
built a handsome city. 

According to Mr. Rankin the author- 
ity of the Portuguese is confined to a 
narrow strip of the coast. Inland the 
natives though nominally under the 
jurisdiction of Portugal arc virtually in- 
dependent. Their chiefs, instead of 
paying tribute to the Portuguese 
receive from those who call them- 
selves their masters presents that 
have all the appearanco of being ex- 
torted us » species of blackmail 
"Standing," uays Mr. Rankin, "01 e 
pier at Mozambique one can see, within 
a distance of twenty miles, hills whose 
base no Portuguese has ever reached 
within the memory of man, and the 
majority of whose inhabitants have 
never seen a Portuguese face. Such is 
tho extent of Portuguese jurisdiction in 
1 bo immediate vicinity of the metropolis 
of the province." 

On the Zambesi river matters aro 
pretty much in the same condition as 
they are along tho sea coast. The 
authority of the Portuguese is confined 
to their settlements and the example 
they set to those of the native population 
with whom they come in contact is not 
by any means elevating. The morals of 
the motley population of the settlements 
are described as unutterably bad. Re- 
garding the morals of the Portuguese of 
Kastern Africa, Mr. Bsnkin speaks 
plainly and emphatically. 

"In ono sphore," he ssys, "the 
sphoro of morality, Portuguese civiliia- 
tioa has made ite mark. During my 
ail years experience of consular work in 
ito Zambesi region nothing, perhaps, 
lias so forcibly been imprersnd upon me 
at one of the results ef Portuguese in 



unknown amongst these degraded 
pioneers of apaeudo civilization." 

So brutalized, have these peoples be- 
come that thoy have actually demoral- 
ized the heather, among whom they live. 
A pen.sal of Mr. Rankin's article will 
convince any one not blinded by na- 
tional prejudice or partiality that the 
occupation of part of eastern Africa by 
Portugal has not been beiiolicial oither 
to the Portuguese or to the native races; 
and that it is not desirable in the inter- 
ests of civilization that there should bt 
any addition to the territory nominally 
or actually under its jurisdiction.

IN ABOUT THREE WEEKS 

The New Steamer City of Kingston will 
Commence Her Regular Souml- 
Vlctorla Trips. 

Capt. Jackson, general manager of 
tho Puget Sound and Alaska Steamship 
Co., who arrived over from Seattle on 
Thursday evening for the purpose of 
completing local arrangements and se- 
curing dock accommodations here for 
the new steamer City of Kinston, re 
turned home this morning, his business 
being satisfactorily disposed of. 

In conversation with a COLONIST re- 
porter last cve-iing, the Captain slated 
that the new boat, of which so much 
has already been said and written, will 
be placed on the Sound-Victoria route 
in three weeks at the latest. She will 
make the round trip, about - - 20 miles, 
every day, doing business with the foul 
ports,— Tacoma, Seattle, Port Town- 
send and Victoria, — only. It is expect- 
ed that she will on each trip remain 
about three hours in Victoria, where sin 
will take all her coal. 

For the present at least the C. P. N 
Co.'s dock N'o. 2; the middle dock, will 
bo used; and s.3 agent of tho Northern 
Pacific Mr. E. F. Blackwood will have 
entire charge of the passenger and 
freight business for the steamer in this 
city. It is anticipated that the exer- 
tion of making the round trip each day 
will not inconvenience tho new boat, 
and that she will not require to be run 
at anything like her speed to do the 
work. 

The City of Kingston is a twin screw 
steamer, very similar in style and ap 
pearance to the Islander, but consider 
ably smaller. She has a carrying capa 
city of 1,000 tons, and accommodation 
for ,'itiO passengers. Her regular tim 
table will he published iu about one 
week.

TO THE RATEPAYERS OF THE 
CORPORATION OF THE CITY 
OF VICTORIA. 

Ladies and Gentlemen,— The estab- 
lishment of works and industries in and 
close to this bity is a matter thai, ought 
to be encouraged under reasonable uon- 
litions. You will be asked to vote on 
Tuesday next a bonus of $25,000 to pay 
for a site on the Esquimalt harbor to 
induce the building of a large sawmill at 
that place with a capucity for cutting 
150,000 feet in twelve hours. I may 
state at once that the promoters of the 
proposed mill did not ask for any bonus 
from this city; the blame, if blamo it 
cm bo called, rests to a great extent 
upon myself. When 1 found that it was 
proposed by this company to eroct a 
sawmill ut Chomainus, I waited up- 
a gentle. nan interested and 
asked if it would be possible to induce 
b is company to build at Victoria or iu 
the vicinity. His answer was that they 
had paid u large sum for the ChemainUS 
property and did not care to throw it 
away; besides, it would cost some S7i"),- 

000 more to build the mills at Esquimalt 
than at Chcmainus. This additional 
expenditure was more than the company 
would care to entertain, although they 
were willing to admit that there were 
advantages at Esquimalt as against Che- 
mainus, yet not so great as would induce 
them to give up the old site without 
some consideration. However, after 
talking the different phases of the situa- 
tion over, it was agreed that if tho city 
of Victoria would provide them with 
such a site as would suit they would 
agree to build at Esquimalt. After en- 
quiry it was found that a site would cost 
about $25,000, hence the by-law asking 
for this sum. I make this statement in 
justice to the members of tho Sawmill 
Company, so that they may not bo ac- 
cused of asking for the bonus. It matters 
not what may be the result on Tuesday 
next, it will not change my opinions, as 

1 tirmly believe that the passage of the 
by-law would very much be in the in- 
terest of this city. As I never advocate 
anything that I do not think is best for 
the interests of the city generally, 1 
will endeavor to state shortly what I 
believe to be the main advantages of a 
saw mill of so great a capacity operat- 
ing at our doors. Say that the mill is 
only kept running for 12 hours out of tho 
twenty-four, and the product is 45,000,- 
000 feel per annum. This, iu tho first 
instance, will cause some 45 ships to 
visit EsquimaU to load; the disburse- 
ments of each ship will not be less than 
$3,500 as an average. This would 
amount yearly lo $157,500, besides the 
employment of 150 to 200 men about 
the mill, which at the lowest estimate 
would be $100,000 more, besides money 
expended in the purchase of a large 
quantity of supplies. 1 met a gentle- 
man who has been engaged in the same 
business for somo years who tells me 
that an output of 150,000 feet 
per day will cause a total expenditure 
daily of not leas than $1,300, independ- 
ent of ship lading, a sum, foi 300 days, 
close upon $400,000 per annum. If the 
people of Victoria can secure a yearly 
expenditure, which will mostly find its 
way into Victora pockets, of so large a sum 
by a yearly outlay of less than $1,800 for 
thirty years, they will consult very much 
their own interests in voting for the by- 
law. 1 am aware that there are those

bell to the effect that her husband had 
been shot through the head and instantly 
killed. Officer Campbell at onco re- 
ported to Sergeant Langley, and with 
the naval doctor and several others 
started for the island on which the 
lighthouse is situated. 

On their return it was learned that 
the affair was not nearly so bad as at 
first reported. The light keeper was 
far from dead, and with care and atten- 
tion was in no danger of death from the 
results of a most painful accident of 
which he had been the victim. He had 
been out shooting, and, us far too fre- 
quently happens, his gun had burst, 
throwing the breach back and into _ his 
right eye, the sight of which was ruined 
forever. The unfortunate man fell in- 
sensible, ami the blood from his terrible 
wound soon covered his face and body. 
Finding him thus, his wife at once came 
to the conclusion thai, he was dead and 
immediately sent to Esquimalt for 
assistance. On the arrival of tho doctor 
and his party Mr. Dare was restored to 
consciousness, and the facts of tho case 
were ascertained. It is confidently an- 
ticipated that he will miller no more 
serious consequences from tho accident 
than tho partial loss of his sight, a 
terrible affliction truly, but not so 
terrible as the, as first reported, loss of 
life.
